I bog  to  submit  a.  curtailod  Annual  Report  for  1939 
as  laid  doxm  in  Circular  1961  of  tho  Holsb.  Borr-d  of  Iloaltli.  This  is 
the  first  timo  I have  had  this  honour  and  I am  indebted  to  Dr.G.Lcnls 
Travis  for  the  data  for  uork  done  in  tho  first  half  of  tho  yGrr. 

. At  no  timo  in  the  history  of  the  Borough  has  there  boon 
such  a tremondous  and  sudden  tipheaval  in  the  even  tenor  of  our  uays. 

In  the  previous  year  the  Tuberculosis  Commission  had  leisurely  indicted 
our  rural  communities.  The  outbreak  of  uar  immediately  gave  us  a nei; 
standard  of  comparison.  -With  tho  influx  of  the  evacuees  from  large 
toms  and  boroughs,  mg  realised  that  in  those  supposedly  more  progressive 
districts  there  diielt  people  uhoso  standard^  of  living  was  ‘much  lower 
than  ours.  Evacuation  found  Conway  not  unprepared.  It  is  a tribute  to 
the  Local  Authority,  the  Voluntary  organisations  and  residents  of  the 
Borough  that  we  were  enabled  not  only  to  deal  adequately  with  those  who 
carnie,  but  also  for  those  who  did  not  arrive,  and  for  whom  anrangoraonts 
ha.d  been  made.  Tales  of  tho  first  mass  evacuation  are  nor:  history  but 
the  Conwajr  Borou^  can  congra.tulate  its.elf  that  no  time  v:as  spent  in 
recrimination  but  that  tho  multiple  problems  wore  tackled  immedic'.t oly 
they  arose.  The  evacuees  who  stayed  soon  sho^red  tho  benoficiont  effect 
in  their  ph^rsique  and  general  health.  It  will  bo  seen  from  tho  report 
that  there  was  no  adverse  effect  on  tho  health  of  the  residents  themselves 
throu{^  close  association  ::ith  people  from  other  airoas. 

Th.e  S'lergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  sot  up  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  at  Castle  Bank,  Conway,  has  been  of  tho  greatest 
advantage  to  tho  Public  HeaAth  Authorities  in  the  North  Wales  districts. 

I earnestly  hope  that  the  expert  facilities  for  investigating,  preventing 
and  consulting  in  cases  of  Zymotic  diseanes, which  are  so  ahly  given  by 
Hr  .Robinson  and  his  staff  will  raaain  after  tho  war, 

Tho  work  done  in  aJ.1  departments  has  been  enorraously 
increased  and  with  other  war  prcbloms,  and  air  raid  procantior.'^  ha.vo 
taken  up  a great  dea;!  of  time  and  have  added  considerably  to  the  routine 
v;ork  of  your  Health  Department,  Essentiad.  services  have  boon  maintained 
with  increasing  vigilance,  and  during  tho  year  every  effort  ha.s  bceen  made 
by  personal  inspection  and  advice  in  securing  for  the  population  a pure 
supply  of  milk,  food  and  water,  Tho  war  has  brought  heailth  matters  very 
much  to  tho  fore  and  wo  fool  thai.t  in  tho  Borough  a good  start  han  been 
made  in  slum  clearance  and  it  is  gratifying  to  sec  the  koonoss  with 
which  tho  Housing  and  Health  Cornmitteos  are  continuing  their  efforts 
for  cleaner  and  bettor  homos.  The  ha^ppy  co-operation  of  families  in  tho 
nov/  estates  in  tho  care  of  their  hemes  is  proof  that  pre-war  expenditure 
on  housing  was  well  merited.  On  only  one  or  two  instances  was  it  necessary 
to  enforce  some  disciplinary  measures  to  uphold  the  Council’s  standard  of 
cleanliness. 


Tho  immunisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria  has  been 
continued  throughout  the  year.  The  beneficial  effects  are  far  reaching 
and  ’Jill  extend  over  many  years.  liqporicncos  prove  that  risks  and 
possibilities  of  groat  and  expensive  epidemics  are  minimised  wherever 
immunisation  has  been  adopted  and  that  the  comriumity  benefits  by  increased 
health,  loss  timo  lost  throu^  infoctious  illness,  and  loss  money  spent 
on  isolation  treatment.  Moaslos  and  Miooping  Cough  hftve  been  nia.de 
compulsorily  notifia.blo  ns  a war  measure.  This  was  found  necessary  in 
order  to  check  tho  incidence  of  disease  when  largo  numbers  of  children 
were  moved  into  reception  areas. 

The  now;  St.John  A.ibulance  is  a.  source  of  pride  to  those 
who  worked  so  hard  to  effect  the  purchase.

SMITHY  INSPECTOR’S  AMOTikL  REPORT,  1939. 
■^ri '-“—I 


Tho  great  events  of  1939,  x^Mch  culminatod  in  the  declaration 
of  war  in  September,  had  an  iiiViio di ate  effect  .en  the  work  of  tho 
Sanitary  Department', much  of  tho  routine  work  had  already  boon  curtailed 
by  tho  retarding  effect  produced  by  the  '’international  situa.tion”. 

Like  all  other  departments  of  rarmicipal  activioy  wo  were  cenriod  along 
by  tho  war  preparations  stream,  and  whilst  hoping  for  tho  best,  vg 
prepared  for  tho  worst.  After  obtaining  a First  Class  Instructors’ 

Certificate  at  Falfiold  in  December,  1938,  I applied  much  of  my,  time  to 
: training  personnel  in  various  branches  of  tho  Council’ s air  raid 

precautions  scheme.  Members  of  the  house  refuse  collection  staff  ’sith 
the  addition  of  other  volunteers  wore  soon  turned  into  a useful 
Dccontminat  ion  Squad,  anti -gas  instruction  and  drill  was  given  to  newly 
formed  Rescue  and  Repair  Squads  from  tho  Engineorfe  Dopartmont , end  members 
of  tho  first  group  of  volunteer  wardens  wore  helped  over  Initial  difficulties 
and  sat  tho  qualifying  examination.  It  can  be  truly  said  that  from  a 
position  of  absolute  stalemate  in  which  we  found  ourselves  with  the  County 
Authorities  in  1938,  Conway  in  January  1939,  was  v/ell  on  tho  Tje,y  to  a 
foremost  position  in  air  raid  precautions. 

Clean  Milk. 


Peacetime  interests  wore  still  uppermost  in  January  xvhon  I attended 
a Glean  Milk  Course  at  tho  Agricultural  Section  of  the  University  College 
of  Ncrth  V/alos,  Bangor.  Intensive  instruction  in  the  latest  methods  and' 
practices  of  clean  milk  production  and  dairying  methods  were  conducted  by 
Professor  R.G.lTiite,  Mf.Rowlmds,  The  Veterinary  Advisor,  Mrs  Hobson, 

The  Bacterialogist , and  others.  Tho  Course  v/as  excellent  and  could  not 
have  boon  conducted  by  better  authorities.  Over  forty  people  attended, 
being  represent  at  ivos  of  local  authorities’  health  departments  and  others 
connected  with  tho  milk  industry.  It  was  a good  revelation  of  xvhat  is 
being  done  in  a very  quiet  and  efficient  manner  for  tho  benefit  of  tho 
community,  for  my  oxm  part  I found  myself  dashing  off  from  a solemn  lecture 
on  tho  principles  of  B.Coli  count  and  its  rola^tions  to  the  production  of 
clean  milk,  to  another  given  by  myself  on  poisonous  war  gases  and  their 
destructive  effects.  I sincerely  hope  thmt  when  bettor  times  arc'xmth  us, 
and  VJQ  are  free  again  to  apply  ourselves  to  constructive  pursuits,  that 
tho  seeds  of  Imowlodgo  so  hardly  som  at  Bangor,  will  not  have  fallen  on 
stony  places. 

Camping. 

As  tho  year  progressed,  holiday  makers  began  to  arrive  in  tho 
district  from  industrial-  areas  and  it  was  evident  from  the  number  of  tents 
and  caravans  set  up  in  tho  fields,  that  tho  camping  holiday  was  on  tho 
increase.  The  Council  approved  many  sites  as  Licensed  camping  grounds  and 
a careful  aratch  X7as  kept  on  those  and  on  other  ; potential  sites,  not  so 
approved.  Up  to  August  there  was  a record  nuriibor  of  people  holida3?--nal':ing 
in  tents  and  caravans  and  very  little  trouble  was  experienced  in  keeping 
things  under  control.  September  and. .the  outbreak  of  war  had  tho  effect  of 
clearing  the  district  in  a foxa  days. 

ViTar  Declared. 


Fith  tho  approach  of  September,  National  Defence  claimed  more 
and  more  of  our  attention,  tho  national  need  graduallj?-  dominated  aAl  other 
activities  and  wo  experienced  a groat  pciploxity  as  to  x.hat  would  happen  next. 
There  was  an  increasing  difficulty  in  purchasing  materials,  articles  of 
common  use  were  becoming  unobtainable,  goods  which  ’wore  normally  dispatched 
per  return  by  our  usuaA  suppliers  were  xvooks  in  arriving,  and  some  special 
linos,  such  as  refuse  collection  baths  have  boon  discontinued  over  since. 

As  things  wore,  it  was  something  of  a relief  when  tho  Prime  Minister  made 
tho  dramatic  onncuncemont  of  tho  declaration  of  war.

Evacuation 


From  that  moment  t,7g  sot  about  vorkijig  in  earnest  and  \~q  vere 
kept  fully  occupied  for  a considerable  period.  Much  of  the  nork  ^703 
ujifamiliar  and  outside  the  scope  of  our  usueJ.  rniitino,  Evacuee  children 
poured  into  the  area  every  day,  and  in  and  nru-ond  the  railway  stations 
was  a constant  stream  of  children.  They  uero  rapidly  doo.lt  'atli  and 
hurried  off  to  their  nen  homes,  where  it  was  scon  discovered  that  many 
of  them  were  themselves  hosts  to  other  little  strangers  which  r/ere 
not  so  familiar  to  the  sanitcry  department  cf  this  arec,.  The  children  wore 
the  subjects  of  on  odd  mixture  of  welcome,  sympathy,  and  not  a little 
consternation.  Our  good  housewives  were  not  dismayed,  those  that  had  the 
bad  luck,  worked  wonders  'with  the  means  at  their  disposal  and  with  the 
advice  of  theii  more  fortunate  neighbours  and  the  sanitary  inspector, 
the  prompt  application  of  soap  and  hot  water  with  the  effective  use  of 
the  small  tooth-comb  properly  applied,  and  some  clean  clothes  soon  had 
the  matters  to  right.  Our  services  were  in  constant  demand  on  those 
occasions  in  restoring  peace  of  mind  to  the  harassed  foster  mother. 

Things  have  a way  of  coming  out  right  side  up  and  in  spite  of  many 
mix-ups,  evacuation  of  children  proved  no  exception  to  the  rule,  and 
wo  are  glad  that  there  are  no  serious  consequences  to  report 

Voluntary  Services. 

There  v/as  at  this  time  a groat  increase  in  volunteers  for 
the  various  services.  People  iiiinediately  realised  now  that  war  had  come 
upon  us  that  they  must  do  something  to  help.  There  is  never  any  scarcity 
of  volunteers  at  a time  like  that , people  are  falling  over  each  other 
with  offers  to  do  anything  that  is  asked  of  them,  not  realising  that 
in  a crisis,  an  untrained  person  is  a liability  to  the  cause  and  a 
menace  to  others.  It  is  a great  pity  that  things  should  be  ever  thus, 
and  it  is  very  oiaharrassing  to  have  to  tell  people  that  there'  is  howling 
they  can  do  until  they  have  been  trained  to  do  it , and  that  is  another 
matter  which  tine  has  enabled  us  to  put  right  side  up.
